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OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


Rules of Order 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. 
and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to, appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the 
question shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after 
the President shall have stated the reason for his decision, the ap- 
pellant may give the grounds of his appeal. 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded..- 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolu- 
tion offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection, unless one of the following should intervene, which 
motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 
President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same ques- 
lion, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by 
the Conference, which shall be decided by vote without debate.

METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


1l. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when 
he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard for 
the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and 
personal reflections. 


13. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the 
call of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be 
in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
a reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to 
a fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and 
no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any 
question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


18. Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall 
not be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unan- 
imous consent. 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the 
progress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members 
in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


21. These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended 
- except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


General Rules 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to 
transfer into our Conference more men than are transferred out ; 
not to bring men to places within our bounds without careful 
and equitable adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be 
contrued to the injury of our developing work or so as to em- 
barrass the authorities in providing for new work. 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all 
candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon 
credentials from other churches and for admission into full 
membership, shall be referred to a committee on Conference 
Relations; and no such change of relations shall be granted, nor 
any such candidate admitted, until such committee shall have 
made its report. 


3. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session, (when necessary) said session to convene 
Friday at 1:30 p. m. 


4. No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Confer- 
ence who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed mat- 
ters requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide 
the program for such service. 


6. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 


after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference 
standing. 


8. At the close of each Conference session the District 
Superintendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, com- 
posed of one member from each district and one from the Con- 
ference at large, which shall be placed upon the list of stand- 
ing committees. Each District Superintendent shall report to 
his committee the death of any minister or wife, or children 
of any minister, which may occur in his District. The chairman 
of this committee shall note the death of any member of the 
Conference or the wife of any such member, and then confer 
with the members of the committee. The memorial service shall 
be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It 
shall consist of usual devotional exercises and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by 
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the committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shall have — 


full control of the Conference memorial service. 


9. The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise or- 
dered by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer 
of the Board of Trustees. 


_ 10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall 
be the official record of the Conference. He shall take charge 
of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and 
have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions, 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place’ 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to’ 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of 
the Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the 
report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Confer- 
ence course of study who is conditioned upon more than one 
study. 


13. The President shall provide for closing up the business 
of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste 
or disorder at such time be manifest. 


14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 


15. These general and standing rules shall not be altered or 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting. 


OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


Course of Study and Reading for 
Traveling Preachers 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 


for undergraduates and candidates for admission. 


1. “Instruction by Correspondence” is expected of each Ex- 
aminer for every student under his particular charge. 


2. In the “books to be read” each student shall file with the 
Registrar a certificate that he has carefully read all the books. 


3. Examinations will be held in connection with the Minis- 
terial Associations or District Conferences and on the day pre- 
vious to the Annual Conference. No examination can be taken 
at any other time, unless reasons satisfactory to the Chairman 
and Registrar are given. 


4. Sermons and essays are required to be in the hands of 
the Examiner at least thirty days before Conference. It would 
be better to have them ready by mid-year examinations. 


5. When a student fails to attain 70 per cent in any examina- 
tion, the examiner shall report this to the student and refer him 
to the Chairman of the Board to arrange for re-examination. 


6. All grades should be reported to the Registrar as soon as 
practicable after the examinations, 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary: expenses of examinations, and must be 
paid before the examinations are begun.

those who believe there should be one church shall write ‘Consolida- 
tion’ on the ballot, and no ballot shall be counted that contains any- 
thing more than one of these words.”

On motion of James Moore the following plan of apportionment 
for Conference Claimants was adopted: 


That charges which pay a cash salary of $300 or less, take a 
voluntary offering; those paying from $300 to $600 pay 8%; those 
paying from $600 to $900, pay 4%; those paying from $900 to $1,500, 
pay 5%; and those paying over $1,500 pay 6%.

The question submitted in this Appeal stripped of all ex-parte 
statements, which do not belong here since this is not a Trial Court 
but a Court of Appeal, is whether a Quarterly Conference has 
the authority to transfer in an emergency the services and activities 
of a Church to another Church building. The District Superintendent 
rendered a decision affirming the right of the Quarterly Conference. 
From this decision Appeal is taken. 

Now if the principle obtains that a Quarterly Conference does 
not possess this authority then it is evident that no new Church 
can be built on the site of an old one, nor repairs be made which 
would compel the removal of the stated services of a Church if such 
repairs were made. What constitutes an “emergency” is not for 
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the Presiding Bishop to determine. Therefore the decision in this 
case is that the ruling of the District Superintendent is sustanied.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHINESE MISSION. 


The regular religious services and the school of the Chinese 
Mission in Portland have been conducted throughout the year. The 
Rev. Chan Sing Kai, who for several years had charge of this mis- 
sion, was given the Supernumerary Relation at the last Conference 
and has moved from Oregon. This work has been more under the 
supervision of the District Superintendent during this year, who 
has employed Chinese help as best obtainable. No Chinese has been 
found as yet that was suitable to place as missionary in charge. 
Arrangements are being made whereby one of our retired, yet active 
ministers, shall supervise this work for the present. 

The statistical report of this mission for the year follows: 
Members 387, paid to District Superintendent $12.00, Conference Claim- 
ants $2.00, and Bishops $1.00. To the various benevolent collections 
$50.00. 

We recommend that the same amount as last year, namely, 
$1200.00, be granted for this work from the Missionary Society for 
next year. 

We would also suggest that if possible in the near future this 
work be placed under the care of some retired missionary from 
China, either in direct charge of this work, or that this be united 
with similar work that may be carried on in the neighboring States 
of California and Washington, as we now have the Pacific Coast 
Japanese work with Dr. Johnson in charge.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


As a Church our firm, unyielding stand has ever been on the side 
of education of the whole man—the culture of the brain and the 
culture of the heart. Our pathway leads onward still in the field 
of learning. We point with just pride and deep gratitude to the 
schools we have builded and the educational facilities we have created. 
These in no small degree constitute the measure of opportunity 
which we have placed before our people for their development. 


Board of Education. 


Out of this spirit fostered by the Church has come the now 
strongly organized and aggressive Board of Education. The Board 
has closed another year in its history rich in valuable service to all 
our educational interests. Its work is fundamental to the growth of 
the Kingdom, and its influence is more deeply felt and more far- 
reaching than is commonly understood by the Church at large. 
Material advance has been made in the program looking to the 
aid of institutions both in the South and in other sections of the 
country where it is impossible to provide adequately for Christian 
training solely by local effort. Twenty-nine of our most worthy 
institutions received small grants from the Board last year. In a 
number of cases a conditional gift of $5000 has saved a splendid 
property, and stimulated the local constituency to subscribe many 
times that amount. In co-operation with the University Senate 
the Board has advanced a policy of standardization that more and 
more is making Methodist Schools and Colleges an honor to the 
denomination. It has aided all told, through the Student Loan Fund, 
derived from collections taken in the Sunday Schools on Children’s 
Day, 21,650 students to secure an education; 2066 of these last year. 
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Accurate and latest information on educational subjects is dis- 


seminated through the medium of “The Christian Student” and 
other publications of the Board. 


Willamette University. 


We pledge our support anew to Willamette University, and more 
firmly than ever do we express our confidence in this institution of 
. our own Conference and of the Pacific Northwest. Its seventy years 
of history, through all kinds of changes and tests, lift it clean out 
of the stages of experiment and all probationary periods, and 
demonstrate its right to a freer and stronger life, while predicting 
for it a usefulness and glory yet untold. 


President Homan. 


After the long and toilsome campaign of raising half a million 
dollars endowment, the President, Dr. Fletcher Homan, who bore 
much of the responsibility of the vast undertaking, and whose plans 
and counsels entered largely into the brilliant victories won, was 
granted by the Board.of Trustees at their annual meeting last June, 
a well-earned vacation of one year’s duration.

Apportionment. 


We name as the apportionment to the pastoral charges an 
amount equal to thirty cents per member for educational purposes. 
Twenty per cent of the sums raised shall go to the Board of 
Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, twenty per cent of 
the remainder shall go to the support of Kimball College of Theology, 
and the balance to Willamette University. Our pulpits shall be 
open to the representatives of the School and we will co-operate 
with them in the advancement of our educational interests. 


Theological Schools. 


Kimball College of Theology—We record our hearty appreciation 
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of Dr. Henry D. Kimball and his wife, Mrs. Luella D. Kimball. He 
saw the need of such a training school for ministers in the great 
Northwest; he devised the method of its founding, and he gave 
eight years of unsalaried service as President of it. His good wife 
provided the building in which the work of the College began. We 
shall ever hold them in grateful remembrance. The College closed 
its eighth year of work in June. The members of its faculty have 
been scholarly, capable, enthusiastic. It is hoped that in these 
regards the high grade of the past may be maintained. The District 
Superintendents have opened many charges to our students, so that 
a considerable number of these have been able to work their way 
through the course. The faculty will do what may be done to hold 
such student-pastors up to a high grade of ministerial work. Not 
one dollar of indebtedness stands against the College. The need 
of such an institution, located in reach of the many entering the 
ministry of our Church in this vast region, has been so apparent 
that the modest budget has so far been provided for each year. The 
_ enlarging demands for wider opportunities for our young ministers, 
however, make the College increasingly dependent upon those who 
desire the best for those who are to lead the Church in the next 
generation. The endowment of a chair would be a worthy gift to 
this important work. We suggest that the Rev. Walton Skipworth, 
D. D., Rev. J. W. McDougall, D. D., and Rev. H. S. Wilkinson, D. D., 
be elected the Conference visitors for 1914-15; and we nominate the 
Rev. W. W. Youngson: as trustee to succeed the Rev. Benjamin 
Young, D. D. Also Mr. John O. Goltra as trustee. 


Dean Talbott. 


Hail to the new Dean of Kimball! The first to succeed the 
founder of the institution in this responsible office, the Rev. H. J. 
Talbott, D. D., educated, cultured, versatile, sweet-spirited; a man 
qualified for his place by nature, by grace and by training. He 
comes not as a stranger, we know him; he has been with us and 
labored with us before. His impress for the higher things and for 
the better things of life, is already here. Welcome, Dr. Talbott, and 
we pledge him our hearty support. 

We desire to make mention of our interest in Boston School of 
Theology, Iliff and Drew Theological Seminary brought to our 
attention at this Conference by the splendid presence, charming 
personality and matchless address of the Rev. Dr. Wallace Mac- 
Mullen, a professor in that Seminary. Our hearts are gladdened 
by specific information which comes from Garrett Biblical Institute. 
This School on its educational side has had a year of exceptional 
prosperity. Registration 240, of which 127 were in the Graduate 
School and 113 in the Diploma School. During the school year the 
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students reported over 1100 conversions on their charges, and out 
of their own limited resources subscribed over $1000 for the support 
of two of their number in the foreign field. Dr. Lyn Harold Hough 
assumes duties as Professor of Historical Theology in succession 
to the late President Little. For the first time in the history of 
Garrett the “Trustee Fellowship” of $500 for travel and study abroad 
was awarded. The graduating class numbered 48. 
As a Conference, as preachers and people, we will serve our 
Master’s cause well when we serve well His institutions of learning—

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPISCOPAL FUND AND CON- 
FERENCE CLAIMANTS. 


We heartily commend the general spirit of the Church which 
recognizes the unity of our ministry, whether effective or rertired, 
and also commend the method of pro-rating the funds for Bishops 
and Conference Claimants. Such funds should be considered by 
Official Boards as a part of their current expense account, instead 
of being classed as benevolences. 

Last year the Episcopal Fund disbursements exceeded the re- 
ceipts for the year by $35,570.73. But we are glad to report an 
increase for this fund over last year by our Conference of $247.00. 

We recommend the apportionment of 2 per cent for the Episcopal 
Fund on the basis of the cash salary of each pastor and suggest that 
it be forwarded to the Treasurer as early in the year as possible. 


We are glad to report that the income from all sources of the 
fund for Conference Claimants shows an increase over last year of 
$522.00, and we note with pleasure the action of the Conference 
for a more generous provision for our retired ministers by a 
graduated system determining the amount to be paid toward this 
fund by each pastoral charge. 


The plan for a campaign to raise $100,000 for a permanent fund 
we cheerfully endorse, and we pledge ourselves to co-operate with 
the committee in charge of this work and with those whom it may 
employ in raising the money for this worthy cause.

We would call attention to the opportunity afforded the pastor, 
in the Epworth League, for the teaching of Methodist doctrine.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


The Commission on Epworth League Institute appointed during 
the 1912 session of the Oregon Conference, with power to organize, 
beg leave to report they have met six times, one session of the 
Institute has been held, and we hereby present the following form 
of organization for approval by the Oregon Conference: 


Preamble. 
In order to provide for the more efficient training of the young 
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people of our Church in methods of Epworth League work, and to_ 
inspire them with greater zeal for the kingdom of God, there shall 
be an organization under the authority and within the bounds of the 
Oregon Annual Coneference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
governed by the following constitution: 


Article I. 


The name of this organzation shall be the Epworth League 
Institute of the Oregon Conference. 


Article II. 


The object shall be to hold annually, under the supervision of 
the central office of the Epworth League, an institute, or school of 
methods, for the study of the vital questions pertaining to Epworth 
League work, and the personal religious and moral problems of the 
young people. 


Article III. 


The management shall be vested in a Board of Control, composed 
as follows: 

Section 1. The District Superintendents of the Oregon Con- 
ference, ex-officio. 

Section 2. The District Presidents of the Epworth League of the 
Oregon Conference, ex-officio; provided, that when there is a change 
of presidents in any district, at the Spring convention, such change 
shall not become effective, as to membership on the Board, until 
after the close of the next session of the Institute following, except 
by action of the Board itself. 

Section 3. Four members at large, who shall be laymen, nomi- 
nated by the Board of Control, and confirmed by the Conference, who 
shall serve for a term of four years each; provided, that in 1913 
they shall be nominated by the special commission appointed in 1912 
to organize this Institute, and shall serve for terms of one, two, three 
and four years respectively. 

Section 4. Four members from the student body of the Institute, 
to be nominated at the annual session of the Institute, and confirmed 
by the Annual Conference. 


Article IV. 


Section 1. The Board of Control shall organize by electing the 
following officers: President, Recording Secretary, Treasurer, who 
shall also be Registrar, and Corresponding Secretary, the last of 
whom may or may not be a member of the Board. If not otherwise 
a member, his election to this office shall constitute him such. 

Section 2. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of the 
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detail work of the organization and management of the yearly 
sessions of the Institute. 


Article V—Meetings. 


Section 1. The Board shall hold two meetings each year; one 
as soon after the session of the Oregon Conference as possible, and 
the other during the session of the Institute. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, or 
at the request of four members. 

Section 3. The sessions of the Institute shall be held at a time 
best suited to secure the largest attendance of students and the 
strongest faculty at the command of the central office. 


Article VI. 


The place of holding the Institute shall be determined by the 
Board of Control. 


Article VII. 


The Board of Control shall have power to enact such by-laws 
for its own government as do not conflict with this constitution. 


Article VIII. 


This constitution may be altered or amended only by the Oregon 
Annual Conference. 

The commission nominates as members at large of the Board 
of Control, to serve for the terms of one, two, three and four years, 
respectively, the following: P. W. Brown, of Eugene; Lawrence 
Goodbourn, of Roseburg; R. M. Speelmon, of Portland, and Leonard 
Hopfield, of McMinnville. 

The commission suggests that the Oregon Conference invite the 
Epworth Leaguers of the Pacific German and the Western Norwegian 
and Danish Conferences to participate in the sessions of the Institute.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD OF 
CONTROL OF THE OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


The Epworth League Institutes of the past summer have, in 
general, been more largely attended and more far-reaching in results, 
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than those of any previous year.. Already the Church is feeling 
the impact of the well-trained, enthusiastic young lives that are 
coming from the ranks of those in attendance. 

Our own Institute has been a sad exception to this record, 
for hardly more than half the number registered in 1913 was present 
this year. Indeed, had it not been for the heroic efforts of Mr. 
Ernest Stansbery, Corresponding Secretary, and Mr. Clyde William- 
son, Registrar, there would have been a considerable deficit. However, 
all bills are paid, and the record is clear. 

Several facts became very evident at the session this year. 

1. The Institute is the logical development of the Young 
People’s Movement. More than any other force, within the reach 
of the Church today, it will hold the youth to our membership, and 
develop the high type of leadership needed for the tasks before us. 
Any church or chapter that fails to avail itself of this agency will 
soon be left behind by the throngs that are demanding efficient as 
well as enthusiastic service. 

2. Where the young people have grasped the import of this 
work, they are eager to attend and enthusiastic in its support. 
While there are, doubtless, other contributing causes, we conclude 
from our observation, that much of the blame for non-attendance 
must lie at the door of the pastor. In almost every instance, the 
delegates were present as the result of painstaking work on the part 
of the pastor, and there are few churches in the northern end of 
the Confegrence at least, that could not have had a student regis- 
tered if the pastor had seen the value of it. : 

3. While not neglecting any part of the Conference, it is plain 
that we must look to the northern portion for the major part of our 
attendance. At the same time, a plan for pooling the railroad 
rates will consderably enlarge the patronizing territory, and such a 
plan is under consideration now. It is likely that the new location 
will be not far from Portland. 


4. We judge it to be advisable that the student body be more 
closely identified with the Board of Control, and we hereby propose 
the following amendment to Article Ti], Sec. 4: Four members from 
the student body of the Institute, to be nominated at the annual 
session of the Institute, and confirmed by the annual Conference. 


We cannot praise sufficiently the ability and disinterested service 
of the members of the faculty. The lectures all had that compelling 
grip that can come only from a perfect mastery of, and great love 
for the subject treated, and every one was given as fully and earnestly 
to the small group as it would have been to the hundreds. The 
young people are to be congratulated on the privilege of associating 
for a week with such a group of consecrated men and women. 
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We nominate P. W. Brown for a term of four years to succeed 


himself on the Board of Control. 


Finally, brethren, we plead with you to awake to the significance 


of this mighty movement that is gripping thousands of our Epworth- “ 


ians all over the land, and next year see to it that at least one from. 


your chapter is present. \

ing report: 

While, as never before, the Church of today is called upon to 
minister in a positivé and practical way to the social, and political 
life of the world; in the spirit of prayer we would remind our 
pastors that the elements which are primarily vital and essential 
for the highest success in our holy ministry, are neither social, 
political nor material, but rather ethical and spiritual. 

Therefore let us not become entangled in the wilderness of fads, 
culture, science and philosophy. Only let each of these have their 
proper and proportionate place, while we make the dominant note 
of our ministry to be evangelistic. Remembering that society cannot 
be saved enmasse, though we preach a social gospel. For, there 
can be no social salvation, except there be first an individual 
regeneration. 

Let us regard God’s program as the best possible for the 
evangelization of the world. Remembering the Great Commission 
and the words of Paul, in Eph. 4:11-16, “And he gave some apostles; | 
and some prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers; for the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ, till we all come in 
the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of Christ.” 

Professional evangelism as such, we regard no more, than we do 
professional pastorialism as such. Carry them both out for burial 
in Satan’s cemetery, for they are both alike dead. 

But, to the man specially gifted, qualified, and called of God 
to the evangelistic field, we give him high place and honor, for 
he is part of God’s great program. 
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We urge that our pastors unify all forces of the Church for 
distinct, efficient evangelistic purposes; and then in much humility, 
prayer, study of the Word, and holy meditation, seek through the 
coming Conference year to be filled with all the fullness of God, and 
under the Holy Spirit’s special illumination and guidance, kindle 
revival ‘fires on every charge, in every home and heart; as they 
did in the long ago, when, “They that were scattered abroad went 
everywhere preaching the Word.” “And such as were being saved

INDIAN WORK. 


_It is with pleasure that in this report we are warranted in 
stating that encouraging results are attending the efforts and labor 
of the missionary on the Siletz Mission. Of the four hundred 
Indians on the reservation about one in four is a member of our 
Church, and all the rest are more or less under its influence. Sub- 
stantial progress has been made during the past year in accessions 
to the church membership, and in the increased interest on the part 
of the young people in the religious services which is shown by 
the larger number who attend them. And we are glad to note: that 
the missionary is greatly aided in his work by the wholesome 
influence which the Christian lives of the Government Superintendent 
and his wife have on the reservation. 

On the Klamath Reservation, where we have two missionaries, 
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our work has had some success during the year. Formidable — 
obstacles which stand in the way of any encouraging advance or 
success of Christian work among the Klamath Indians, are whiskey 
and gambling, and the religious indifference, lawlessness and dis- 
regard for sacred things which these engender, which have been for 
some years quite prevalent on the reservation. But we are led 
to believe that through the efforts and efficient administration of 
the Government Superintendent, Mr. Watson, who is a Christian 
gentleman and has just retired from the Indian service, there is 
‘now less of these demoralizing practices than there was a few years 
ago. And it is encouraging to learn that from indications clearly 
manifest, Mr. Frier, who has succeeded Mr. Watson as Government 
Superintendent, purposes to co-operate heartily with the efforts of 
our missionaries for the improvement of existing conditions and the 
uplift of the Indians. 


But we regret the fact that the financial support which had 
been furnished by the income from a private donation administered 
by the Board of Home Missions to the mission on the eastern part 
of the Reservation, has, for some reason, been withdrawn. It is 
our conviction that as a Church we have a solemn responsibility 
placed upon us to care for the spiritual welfare of these Indians, 
and therefore hope and recommend that these missions among them 
have an adequate financial support, and that which has been 
withdrawn will be, if possible, restored at once, or in the very near 
future.

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REPORT OF M. B> PAROUNAGIAN, SUNDAY SCHOOL MISSION- 
ARY OF THE OREGON CONFERENCE M. E. CHURCH. 


Presented to the Sixty-Second session of the Conference held at 


Centenary Church, Portland, Ore. 
Dear Bishop, Fathers and Brethren: 


At the last Conference session, after the appointments had been 

read and the Conference adjourned, a brother came to me and with 
a familiar and sympathetic hand grasp, asked, “What do you want 
to go gadding around the country for?” I did not know how much 
“gadding” I would have to do; but I have done some. Seeing the 
vastness of our territory, I have begun to realize the difficulties 
and drawbacks under which our pastors and District Superintendents 
are laboring. 


Mountains and canyons, good roads and bad roads, by train and 
by ‘stage, afoot in mud ankle-deep or hot and dusty travel; over 


suspension bridges on hands and knees; ferrying rivers and fording 


creeks looking down from precipices 400 feet high in the rural 
districts and in the cities, I have seen things. 

First, I reverently thank my Heavenly Father for the health 
and protection afforded myself and family. I have not lost a day 
on account of sickness or accident during the whole year. 


It would be a difficult task to enumerate all the assistance and 


its sources, which I have received. From the Bishop to the last 


supply of the Conference they have been ready to help me in this 


important work. Dr. Abbett, with his past experience as Sunday 
School Missionary, has rendered much assistance. Indeed the Dis- 
trict Superintendents’ homes have been my home, and all of them 
have been helpful and sympathetic. 

Through the generosity of the Southern Pacific company and 
the gracious hospitality of the brethren my total expense for railroad, 
stage, hotel bills, and printing and postage has not exceeded $265.00. 
I thank you all for this. 

If you are not too unfavorably disposed toward cold statistics, 
I will give you a few. I have traveled during the year 12,000 miles 
by rail and stage, not counting the miles on foot and otherwise. 
Preached sermons and made addresses, 374. Resuscitated eight dead 
churches, organized three new ones, organized thirty-five new schools 
and reorganized four. The most of these are under the care of 
the hard-working, self-sacrificing pastors of neighboring charges. 
Four or five of these schools are sickly and may die, but not with 
my consent. I will do my best to keep them alive with the use of 
stimulant and oxygen. But even if they do die, for a year at least 
or a part of one, the children of those communities have had the 
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Word of God taught them. And God says, “My Word shall not 
return unto me void.” 

In our special revival meetings and ordinary services 103 persons 
have professed conversion, thirty-two have been baptised by me by 
sprinkling or immersion and ninety-six persons joined our Church. 
For these I thank God, giving Him the glory, and take courage to 
go, on to greater victories. 

To the small Sunday Schools of our Church, I have tried to 
bring the cheer and inspiration they needed, and to larger schools, 
a vision of their opportunities for aiding our Board of Sunday 
Schools of our Church. 

And, so, dear brethren, I am in the Master’s service and at 
your service. My success is your success. If I can help your 
Sunday School in any way, I am only too glad to do so. May the 
forces of the living God, under the Sunday School banner, march 
on to greater victories.

SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH. 


The Sabbath as a day of public rest and of public worship is 
fundamental to the life and prosperity of the Church and of the 
State. The Church cannot long survive without a Sabbath. From 
the standpoint of the ministry there is no moral reform of more 
vital importance than the preservation of the Lord’s Day, “For how 


_shall they believe except they hear?” and how can they hear when 


they are in the shop, store, office, mine, mill, factory, or place of 


amusement, on the Sabbath Day. The Christian Sabbath is im- 


periled today from the Atlantic to the Pacific; and unless the Church 
awakens to the critical condition threatening this Divine institution 
it is in danger of being lost as a sacred day. We approve the 
program of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, to secure state legislation in favor of one day of rest in 
seven for all wage earners, and as far as practicable to have this 
day fall on Sunday. 

We recommend that this Conference, in harmony with the 
action of our General Conference, carry forward its work for the 
preservation of the Sabbath, in connection with the Commission on 


Sabbath observance of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ 


of America, and of our Commission on Social Service; and that 
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the Commission known as the Lord’s Day Alliance be discontinued. 
We rejoice to learn that am international Lord’s Day Congress 
will be held at the Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Francisco, 
in July, 1915, to be presided over by President Woodrow Wilson, 
and we recommend that our pastors call the attention of their con- 
gregations to this convention. 
We recommend that the pastors Pinar once a year, at least, 
specifically, on Sabbath observance.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 


_ We rejoice in the outlook of the cause of Prohibition in our 
State and Nation at the present time as never before. We rejoice 
that the Methodist Episcopal Church is in the forefront, with other 
great Churches, in the great battle for a saloonless State and Nation, 
and a stainless flag, and do hereby unequivocally commit ourselves 
to the support of the proposed amendment to the State constitution 
in Oregon, and the resolution pending in Congress looking to Na- 
tional Prohibition. 

We wish to give endorsement to the Anti-Saloon League and its 
work, as the “federated church” at work; and commend their field- 
day plan, whereby on a given Sunday, insofar as possible, every con- 
gregation with the sanction of the pastor and official board, may be 
reached by a League speaker for the purpose of presenting the cause 
and its plans, and securing continuance of support, such as is ad- 
vised by our last General Conference. 

We wish to emphasize to all the pastors and people that a 
critical hour is near at hand, both in Oregon and the Nation, and 
urge every man and woman to be doubly vigilant and on the alert 


to do every honorable and needful ee that can be done for Oregon 
dry on November 3d. 


We deonounce the paid advertising that is being published by 
the so-called “Taxpayers’ and Wage-Earners’ League of Oregon,” 
as being slanderous and misleading, intended to deceive the people. 
We brand them as being vicious and of the type of maledictions 


heaped upon our Lord Jesus, as He was bearing the cross for the 
sake of men. 


We rejoice in the newspapers and periodicals of the State and 
Nation that have refused to accept commercial or paid advertise- 
ments of the saloons or liquor interests. 
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We are grateful for all organizations and societies that are la- 

boring to promote the cause of prohibition, and especially endorse 

our own temperance society and its splendid work, and commend its 

literature to all our pastors for use in their congregations and the 
local newspapers. 

We urge the observance of “Temperance Sunday” on November 
1st, which should be of such a nature as to bring the campaign to 
a white heat for victory two days’ later. 

We disapprove the proposed tax on wines and beer, as tending 
to more strongly entrench the liquor traffic in the affairs of the 
Nation by making the Government more dependent upon it for 
revenue. 

We rejoice in the action taken by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the City of Pittsburgh, Pa., in the stand it has taken on the 
subject of prohibition, and regret that a like stand has not been 
taken by similar bodies within our own borders. 

We rejoice in the stand taken by the Mayor of the great City 
of Portland and many of the mayors of other cities throughout the 
State in this great cause. 

We rejoice in the splendid victory in “Old Virginia,” thus add- 
ing one more State to the list of dry States, and pray that the 
same may soon be said of our own “Fair Oregon.”

The Laymen’s Association of the Oregon Conference met for 
its tenth annual session in the Third Presbyterian Church of Portland, 
Oregon, at 10:00 A. M., Friday, September 25th, 1914. 

The meeting was called to order by President R. A. Booth of 
Eugene. Scripture was read and prayer was offered by Dr. G. H. 
Alden, Dean of Willamette University.

The Chairman stated that the program was intended to be in 
the nature of an open parliament for any themes of practical interest 
to the laymen of the Conference. 

Floyd Daggett, President of the Laymen’s Association of the 
Columbia River Conference, was introduced and spoke of the work of 
the laymen in that conference and also of the importance of 
co-operation between the Laymen’s Association of the Columbia 
River, Puget Sound and Oregon Conferences. 


B. Lee Paget responded to the fraternal remarks of President 
Daggett. 

On motion, President Daggett was granted the privileges of 
the floor. 

Dr. G. H. Alden was introduced and spoke of Willamette Uni- 
versity.

resolution on the temperance situation in Oregon. 

Mrs. Fannie Penn was introduced and spoke in the interest of the 
Old People’s Home in Salem. 

_ Communication from C. D. Minton conveying two boxes of apples 
to the Association was read and an expression of appreciation was 
ordered sent to him for the same. 

A fraternal committee consisting of Drs. C. E. Cline, T. B. Ford 
and W. T. Kerr from the Oregon Conference, was introduced and 
expressed the fraternal regards of the Conference to the Laymen’s 
Association. 

At the afternoon session, Samuel Connell was elected Secretary, 
pro tem. 

Report of the Finance Commission of the Oregon Conference 
was read and approved. 

Rev. C. W. Hays, Field Secretary of the Presbyterian Sunday 
School work, was introduced. 

A. J. Joslyn presented the matter of a Methodist Headquarters 
on the Gladstone Chautauqua grounds, which was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 


L. D. Mahone presented a report of the Temperance Committee 
pledging the Association to support the Oregon Dry Constitutional 
Amendment at the coming election. 

Rey. C. A. Phipps, Secretary of the State Sunday School Associa- 
tion, was introduced and spoke of the importance of better training 
for the teachers. 

The Nominating Committee made the following report:

Fessler, term 
expiring in 1915. ¢ 

On motion, the report of the committee was adopted, carrying 
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with it the names above given as being elected for their respective 
positions for the ensuing year. 

The Association devoted considerable time to free and informal 
discussion of matters of importance to the churches of the Conference, 
including the value of the Class Meeting, Prayer Meeting, Sunday 
School, the Young People’s work and certain other features of the 
work. 

Dr. N. Evans, pastor at The Dalles, was introduced. 

Rev. B. St. John of Canby, returned missionary from China, 
was introduced. 

It was moved and carried that the matter of the importance 
of thé Prayer Meeting as developed by the discussion in the Associa- 
tion be formulated and the information conveyed to the churches of 
the entire Conference. 

The Committee on resolutions submitted the following resolutions 
which were adopted: / 

1. That we pledge both personal and financial support. to Wil- 
lamette University commending it to the careful consideration of all 
the young people of the Conference who are contemplating a college 
training; also commending to the attention of the laymen of the 
Conference the need of a new girls’ dormitory at Willamette. 

2. Congratulating Kimball College of Theology for eight years 
of efficient service under the leadership of Dr. H. D. Kimball and also 
appreciating the fact that each year’s work had been completed 
without debt; pledging to Dr. H. J. Talbott, the new President of 
the institution, hearty co-operation with him in his work and also 
paying attention to the importance of enlarging its endowment as 
speedily as possible. 

8. Paying attention to the plan to largely devote this year for 
an endowment fund for the worn-out preachers, their widows and 
orphans and urging the laymen to give their hearty support in the 
way of contributions. ; 

4. Approving the plan of the Federal Council of Churches in 
America which undertakes to prevent the duplication of churches in 

‘small communities. 

5. Approving of the administration of Bishop R. J. Cooke in 
the general church affairs in the Pacifie Northwest and expressing 
sympathy with him in the bereavement which recently came in the 
sickness and death of his son. 

6. Approving the work of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
in maintaining a Home for the Aged in Salem and its needs for more 
generous support and the Industrial Home of the Society in Portland 
which is doing a splendid work among the foreign-born population. 

7. Congratulations were extended the Deaconess Society on its 
prospects for a new home for these consecrated workers. Co- 
operation in its financial support was urged upon the laymen. 
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8. The importance of a Pacific Christian Advocate in every 
home within the bounds of the Conference was duly emphasized. 
; 9. That we approve the recommendation of President Wilson 
in calling a day of prayer that peace may speedily come out of the 
present European conflict.
